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The Australian Broad- 
casting Commission has won 
exclusive rights to televise 
the World Cup finals in June 
and July. 


The ABC will show one-hour high- 
lights of 18 matches within 24 hours 
of them being played in Spain. 


And it will broadcast the final live 
on July il. 


Although the package will give 
Australian viewers a comprehensive 
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overview of the World Cup, it is dis- 
appointing that there will be only one 
live coverage. 


In other recent World Cups Aust- 
ralia at least was given a live cov- 
erage of the opening match and part 
of the opening ceremony. 


And there is no reason why a few 
of the important second-round 
matches should not be shown live, es- 
pecially if they involve countries like 
Italy, England, Yugoslavia, Scotland 
or Germany, which all have a strong 
following in Australia.

Not only a foreigner — let us add — but even ofisprings, if you 
believe a well known Sydney TV commentator.

It has been used by a largely xenophobic media as a deterrant 
to “decent” Australian parents: Let your kids play wogball and 
see what company they pick up. 

The kids themselves don’t care; the parents de. And so do 
many schoolmasters who are still perpetuating the classic anti- 
soccer bias. 

There is no solution, really, unless we force second and even 
third | preci citizens to change their names. 

And that’s been done before, too. I remember in the 1930s and 
1848s (yes, yes, I was alive though a child) my native Hungary 
underwent such a psychotic aberration. 

First division players had to change their names to “pure” 
Hungarian ones; if they refused, then their clubs simply re- 
named them. 

Thus Stefancsics became Sarosif, Tanzer became Tancos, 
Ticseka was Titkos, Tunigold became Toidi and so on. 

When, in the 1940s, the Aryan Laws took a firm grip on cen- 
tral Europe, Jewish players all had to Hungaricise their names 
not to “‘offend” public sensibility. 

It simply amazes me that soccer, in this free country of ours 
(yes, Isald OURS) may have to consider such a step to appease 
the few super-bigots, such as that semi-illiterate TV com- 
mentator. 

The moment they hear names like Jankovics, Koussas, Ras- 
kopoulos, Glampaolo, Nyskohus and Bozanic, through a prim- 
itive process of word association they think of “foreigners”. 

Pictures of new settlers are conjured up in their Neanderthal- 
like minds, arriving in rags with their essions tied to their 
backs, reeking of garlic and singing sad folk tunes.

Brisbane Lions’ secret is out. If striker Billy Wil- 
liamson can’t score up front they'll move him to full- 
back, a position from which he scored 10 goals in a 


Scottish season with giant Aberdeen. 


Okay, so four of the goals were from the penalty spot, but if you : ; 
can score 10 goals from such a position in the professional world of #* 
Scottish football it makes a mockery of a meagre target of 20 goals § | 


in the 1982 PSL. 


That's what Lions’ goal ace is after this season and he looks destined to 


surpass that target with ease. 


Heidelberg striker Gary Cole is the man Williamson picks as his biggest 


threat to the season as the leading PSL scorer. 


“I like Cole’s style. He’s strong, has a deceptive turn of pace and he’s 


direct,’ said Williamson. 


The Lions striker is well credentialled as a judge of goalscorers. He has a 
hat-trick to his name against mighty Glasgow Celtic during one of more than 
appearances chalked up in eight seasons with Aberdeen. 

Williamson is a member of the ‘‘Aberdeen Mafia’”’ which in recent times 
has infiltrated Australian soccer in near saturation proportions. Hellas stars 
George Campbell and Jim Shirra retired Lions’ sweeper Jim Hermiston, 
Sydney City Hakoah coach Eddie Thomson, Canberra coach George Murray, 
Canberra players Ian Gibson and Ian Purdie, Preston Makedonia dynamo 
Doug Brown and former APIA striker Billy Pirie are other members of the 


200 first team 


clan. 

“It must have been the cold weather in Aberdeen which sent us 
so far south,” quips Williamson. 

“I'll tell you what though, you could make up a dam good team 
from that lot.”’ 

Aberdeen didn’t win Williamson's signature easily. The talent- 
ed 15-year-old spent three days at Ibrox Park, home of Glasgow 
Rangers, before Aberdeen scout Bobby Calder contacted him and 
took him to Pittodrie for two weeks in the summer of 1969. A 
further two-week stint convinced the Dons that the young striker 
was their man. 

Williamson signed from Ayrshire junior side Kello Rovers 
where he had his first senior appearance as a raw 14 year old. 

Williamson’s first season with Aberdeen was spent in the reser- 
ves. He got his first team chance the following season as a stri- 
ker. Once established he found himself having to cover for in- 
juries to key defenders by switching back to fullback and he also 
played in midfield from time to time. 

The highlight of his stay was playing in the Aberdeen team 
which beat Glasgow Celtic 2-1 in the Scottish League Cup final in 
front of 80,000 chanting fans at Hampden Park. 

Williamson played fullback that Saturday afternoon in 1976 and 
Dake Celtic and Scotland stars Bobby Lennox and Kenny 

sh. 

Four years later Williamson returned to Hampden, this time 
wearing a Dundee strip but going down to neighbour Dundee 
United. Again the occasion was the League Cup final. 

While with the Dons the skilful Williamson was managed by 
controversial Ally Macleod, the man who guided or misguided 
Scotland's assault on the 1978 World Cup in Argentina. 

“Ally Macleod was all for himself. Anything to do with publi- 
city tery he'd jump in and do the job, rather than having players 
involv 

“In terms of organisation, Scotland was a mess under Macleod. 
The Press didn’t help either. Every day the people in Scotland 
were picking up the papers and reading that Scotland was near 
unbeatable in Argentina. It was Scotland this and Scotland that, 
so obviously everyone thought that not getting through the first 
round of games was a national disaster. 

“But under Jock Stein things will be different. In fact I think 
Scotland will perform better than the other two British teams 
(England and Northern Ireland) in Spain. 

“I'd have to say that Stein is the best Scotsman for the job but , 
part of Scotiand’s downfall is that it always picks a Scotsman as 
national team manager. We should take a leaf out of the book of 
some European countries. Hire the best manager — irrespective 

of his nationality." 


Williamson and Jim Her- 
miston are good friends. Her- 
miston spoke to Lions’ coach 
Joe Gilroy last year about Wil- 
liamson’s interest in coming to 
Australia. The astute Gilroy 
didn’t waste much time in 
bringing the livewire striker to 
Lions and he was rewarded 
With 13 Williamson goals from 
just 14 PSL games. 

“I didn't fancy playing in 
the lower leagues in Scotland 
and football back home is in a 
depressed state.” 

Williamson's contract with 
Dundee had expired and the 
club freed him to join Lions 
Just four seasons after it paid 
$44,000 to sign him from Aber- 
deen. 

Williamson first came to 
Australia about three and a 
half years ago as a member of 
Dundee’s touring party so the 
Australian soccer scene 
wasn’t completely novel in 
1981. oe / 

“The standard of the PSL 
isn’t that bad really. It’s im- 
proving all the time in fact," 
he says. 

“Last year I thought that 
Sydney City and South Mel- 
bourne were the best two 
teams. 

“Lions certainly received a 
blow with Jim Hermiston’s re- 
tirement but he’s still a Lions’ 
player and if he decides to play 
again there’s a good chance 
he'll play for us. 

“We'll surprise quite a few 
teams this year.

What do we need to 
play out from the back? 


The prime consideration on 
this principle must be the fol- 
lowing. Firstly we need 
players who believe totally in 
the policy of playing this way 
from their back third. They 
must understand the prin- 
ciples involved in its execution 
and realise the values and con- 
sequences of its imple- 
mentation. We need players to 
‘develop the confidence in their 
own ability to play this way 
(the coach is vitally important 
here) and essential is the coop- 
eration of other players not 
immediately involved in the 
early stages of the devel- 
opment of the attacks. 


How do we play from 
the back? 


Let us assume that the goal- 
keeper has possession of the 
ball. As a general principle 
(although not always the case) 
we can instruct our full backs 
to go wide, towards the touch- 
line although one questions the 
value of asking them to run as 
deep as to the corner flags to 
receive the ball. Touchline 
wide in the first 20-25 yards of 
the pitch, the full backs can 
then have the ball thrown 
across and in front of them, so 
that when they are in posses- 
sion they are facing and can 
move forward — the way Wwe 
intend to move the ball. 

The central defenders play a 
vital part in playing out, in 
fact they are often the key 
players. 

These two centre backs in- 
itially must separate from 
each other — one pushing for- 
ward and away from the penal- 
ty area and one dropping short 
towards the goalkeeper along 
the edge of the box to have the 
ball from the goalkeeper, on 
the half turn. Generally speak- 
ing we are asking the rear de- 
fenders to stretch wide and 
forward; to spread when the 
goalkeeper is in possession. 

To enable rear players to 
have the maximum space 
available in which to play, the 
co-operation of other players, 
both midfield and forwards is 
essential. By pushing both for- 
ward and wide they can assist 
by vacating the rear and early 
parts of the middle third of the 
field. 

If we do this, then the dis-

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What effect is this 
action likely to have on op- 
position defenders, espe- 
cially their front players 
who may number 2 or 3 as 
is often the case? 


Certainly, two forward 
players will have difficulty in 
containing four defenders 
should they choose to play this 
way. If the opposition play 
with 3 players up front it is 
likely that two of them will at- 
tempt to cut out the ball to the 
full backs. 

If this is not so, then one of 
the full backs may be able to 
receive the ball directly from 
the goalkeeper. If both the full 
backs are “‘cut out’’, then we 
have two central defenders 
being confronted by one cen- 
tral attacker. We may now 
pave this situation: (Diagram 

). 
_If this is so, then 5 must be 
prepared to receive the ball 
from the goalkeeper. By doing 
so he may now: 

1, Run the ball forward, 
keeping his head up if 9 
decides to retreat in front of 
him. 

2. Play directly to 6’s feet as 
9 approaches the ball, either 
across 9 or past 9 depending on 
9’s angle of approach to the 
ball. 

By doing this, we by-pass 9 
and have the opportunity to 
move the ball into the middle 
third of the pitch. 


5 may also use his own mid- 
field players who come back to 
the ball, as and when required 
by the man in possession of the 
bali. Let us suppose that 9 does 
a good defending job and 
threatens (by continually shif- 
ting his position as he ap 
proaches) any ball to 6. 


5 may then use midfield 
players in moving the ball into 
the middle third of the pitch. 
By rolling a well-weighted 
pass even underweighted into 
4’s feet, as he comes to the 
ball, he enables 4 to lay off a 
first-time pass to 6 as he 
moves in support of the ball. 

If we can do this, then as a 
team, we have moved the ball 
behind the first bank of defend- 
ing players and have a rear 
player (6) in the middle third 
of the pitch, so making an 





midfield players may be used 
if other front players come to 
challenge for the ball. If 10 
comes across to pressure the 
ball, because 9 has marked 6, 
then by still playing the ball 
into the feet of 4, the ball may 
be returned to 2 as he comes 
forward out of the back third 
of the field, unchallenged and 
able to move forward 
(Diagram 3). 


In this way, by using mid- 
field players as rebound sur- 
faces we can achieve success, 
in moving the ball out from 
rear positions, and can achieve 
composed possession, either 
wide or central in the middle 
third of the pitch. 

We may also be able to 








lack of respect by many of our 
players for the health and 
safety of their fellows. 

Much is being said about the 
‘“‘professionalism’’ of our 
players and clubs, but can 
there be anything less profes- 
sional than the willingness, or 
even eagerness, of some of our 
so called ‘‘stars’’ to injure or 
maim their opponents? 


Nowadays most PSL players 
earn a sizable portion of their 
income from the sport. 

In a few cases it is their only 
income. 


How can players, who may 
even end up on the same team 
as their ‘‘targets’’ at some 
future date, bring themselves 
to commit almost Neand 
acts of mayhem under the pre- 
text of playing soccer? 

Don’t they ever pause to 
think about the effect of pre- 
maturely ending another’s ca- 
reer? Obviously they don’t. 


And the coaches and offi- 
cials. Don’t they apprehend 
the guilty ones, even if after 
the act, and warn them that 
there is no place for modified 
forms of guerilla warfare, or 
assault and battery in foot- 
ball? I guess the answer would 
again have to be in the nega- 
tive most of the time. 


This, of course, reflects on 
the whole setup — including 
the referees, who could nip 
such behaviour in the bud by 
sending off some of the 
culprits — without mercy or 
prior warning. 

I personally do not want to 
hear about _ professionalism 
until it is measured by a code 
of behaviour, as well as the 
size of inflated pay envelopes.

Passing accurately to feet is 
also a vital factor. 

Playing out from the back in 
this way, will not be ON every 
time the goalkeeper has the 
ball, but players must be made 
aware of its possibilities and 
be prepared to implement it as 
an alternative to the long kick 
from the goalkeeper. 

What we as a team are 
trying to achieve is composed 
possession in the middle third 
of the field from which to con-

Strikers, centre forwards, 
goalscorers, finishers — call 
them what you will — that 
unique breed of player who 
brings so much excitement 
into soccer. 


Victoria's State League is blessed with 
strikers of varied character and skill. In- 
deed, just about every State League side 
has one striker upon whom its hopes of 
scoring rest. From this elite group I've se- 
lected Gus Macleod, Ian Loughnane, 
Bobby Toal, Noel Mitten, Duncan 
Cummings, Dave Brogan and Norrie Pate 
as the strikers who could make the biggest 
impact upon the 1982 season. 

Of this group surely Macleod’s charac- 
ter and on-field appearance stand out like 
a beacon for fans to home in on. “Big 
Gus”’ carried Green Gully Ajax’s flag up 
front with distinction in 1981, his inaugural 
State League year after an extensive Scot- 
tish career, and no doubt he'll do so again 
in 1982. 

The sight of the aggressive, bustling 
Macleod in action draws praise from Ajax 
fans and outright scorn from opposing sup- 
porters. 

He took the brunt of the heavy work up 
front last year and he'll have to do so 
again this season. One thing about Mac!i- 
eod is certain — he won't outdone in 
physical clashes. 

His favorite scoring position is at the 
far post where his well-timed runs and fin- 
ishing reap most rewards. 

One of the outstanding features of Macl- 
eod’s game is his heading ability. There’s 
no firmer header of a ball in State League 
striking circles. 

Melbourne Croatia forward Dave 
Brogan is one of the most exciting ball 
players in the league. His close ball skills 
are unmatched among State League stri- 
kers. 

And in last year’s State League Cup 
competition Brogan showed a unique flair 
for the unpredictable. His spectacular

iar, doesn’t it? 


In Europe, England especially, nicknames are usually 
part of a club’s history and were developed by the suppor- 


ters. 


For instance, Arsenal are the Gunners because its 
players originally came from the local arsenal or gun 


storage depot. 


Chelsea is known as the Pensioners because of the huge 
war veterans’ home just up the road from Stamford Brid- 
ge, and of course there are hundreds more nicknames. 

The one thing all the British nicknames have in 
common is that they have come about through the sup- 
porters who use the nicknames as a jovial substitute. 

In Australian nicknames have been thrust upon clubs 
who have had their ethnic names removed from them and 
to many people this is not right. 

To me, it really doesn’t matter what a club is called but 
I know at Heidelberg the supporters are very proud of the 
‘‘Alexander’’ name tag, the same way that South Mel- 
bourne followers are proud of “Hellas’’ and Adelaide City 


fans of ‘‘Juventus’’. 


One thing is for sure — five or six years ago when Alex- 
ander and Hellas clashed you would see a crowd of be- 
tween 10,000 and 15,000. Now you're lucky if you get be- 


tween 6,000 and 8,000. 


The standard of the football has improved but now it’s 
Warriors versus Gunners and the ethnic ties have gone. 
It certainly makes you wonder. 
This week Heidelberg plays Preston or Alexander 
py Makedonia or the Warriors play the Rams. 
you reorganise your favorite team name then come 
along to the game because it should be a cracker, oops, I 


mean a dry biscuit.

After all its internal problems of the past 
few months, Adelaide City Juventus was 
due for a change of luck and it came in the 
unlikely form of ex-Scottish international 
goalkeeper Bobby Ferguson. 


Ferguson, 36, migrated late 
last year to join his wife’s par- 
ents, who have been settled in 
South Australia since 1950. At 
the time he had no intention of 
extending his playing career, 
but found Juventus officials to 
be extremely per- 
suasive. Described in the 
mid sixties as the greatest 
young goalkeeper yet pro- 
duced by Scotland, Ferguson 
did not quite fulfill that early 
promise but will be assured of 
a niche in the game's annals, 

Born in Ardrossan, Ayrshi- 
re, he joined the local Kilmar- 
nock club after leaving school 
and quickly succeeded scot- 
jand international Campbell 
Forsyth in the ‘‘Killie”’ goal. 

Ferguson was one of the 
heroes of the little provincial 
club’s remarkable league 
championship success of 1964- 
65. Kilmarnock went into its 
last game, away to leader 
Heart of Midlothian, needing a 
two-goal victory to snatch the 
* It won 2-0! 





Already possessing eight 
youth caps, he was called up 
for senior international duty in 
November, 1965 against 
Wales. This was the first of 
seven times he represented 
the Caledonians, the msot 
memorable being a }-l draw 
with World Champion Brazil. 


In May 1967 West Ham 
nited obtained Ferguson's ser- 
vices for $130,000, which broke 
the British transfer record for 
a goalkeeper at the time. 


The Scot joined one of the 
most exciting combinations in 
British football, including in 
its ranks England's World Cup 
heroes Bobby More, Geoff 
Hurst and Martin Peters. 


Although capable of produc- 
ing exhilarating football when 
on song, the ‘‘Hmmers” 
under manager Ron Green- 
wood, were irritatingly incon- 
sistent and rarely challenged 
for honors.

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The Soviet Union and 
Czechoslovakia were the 
two favorites in European 
Group 3 of the World Cup 
qualifiers and both reached 
the Promised Land of Spain 

— but only just. 


Wales threw a sizable rock into the 
calm pond of this group, but the ex- 
citement touched only the Czechs as the 
Soviets were head and shoulders above 
their four opponents. 


Directed by master manager Kon- 
stantin Beskov, the red-and-whites are 
taking on the characteristics of a great 
team, the number of their class players 
is increasing, a distinctive style of de- 
termined, fast and, at the same time, in- 
dividualistic football has been formula- 
ted. 


The proof? Eight qualifying games 
without defeat and a scoreline of 20-2! It 
is thus that the world has decided to 
make the USSR one of the favorites for 
Spain. 


The road to success wasn't a simple 
one, especially in defence, where only 
Chivadze and Sulakvelidze stood out, 
while their fellows are fit, honest and 
workmanlike, without the ability to 
stamp their own distinctive person- 
alities on a game.

Bullen is a new face in Victorian women’s soccer as he only has 
been in Australia since November. He is in our country on busi- 
ness but doesn’t hesitate to make soccer a major contributor to 
his business, 

Bullen’s involvement in women’s soccer is not a recent one. It 
goes back 7-8 years ago when he started coaching teams in Eng- 
land. Like every male coach he considered it a challenge to be - ; 
able to coach a women's team, 25th anniversary on Friday 

He was invited to coach Gallaher’s women's soccer team which June 18 at Seymour this 
was dissatisfied with its management at the time.

“It was good to coach a team such as QPR. I found I wasn’t 
teaching them the basics of soccer but rather more advanced 
aspects of play,”’ said Bullen. Remarkably Southamptun Ladies 
had been champions for seven years running. 

At the end of 1979 Ray coached Bracknell Ladies who won the 
Home Country League under Bullen’s coaching. 

Coaching tadies’ teams can be quite a challenge to many males 
but when a coach has achieved such outstanding results it also 
becomes very rewarding. 

Success has come Bullen’s wayover the years and it has been 
maintained through his determinatioin to stress the importance 
of professionalism and discipline. 

Discipline is a major factor in Ray’s coaching. ‘‘If no discipline 
is enforced, even at training, then how can one enforce it at com- 
petitive level? A player without discipline is affected in his play- 
ing ability and therefore cannot perform to his fullest.
